My worst vacation

a complete physical exam in more 
than 10 years, I thought it would 
be wise to get one and then take a 
two-week vacation. I felt good, so 
I was confident that I was in good 
health, 

After the exam, I was given a 
referral to see a specialist. I began 
to worry. Did I have some sort of 
disease? Only negative thoughts 
crossed my mind, I was told there 
were traces of blood in my urine 
and that I should see a urologist. 

After an X-ray and other tests, 
I was told that I had a large stone 
in my bladder that had to be re- 
moved soon.

Therefore, I was scheduled for a 
second operation on the next day 
during which an incision would 
be made in the stomach and blad- 
der, and the stone would be re- 
moved surgically. 

My initial response was, 
"damn," because I had never had 
surgery. before. Nevertheless, 
there I was being wheeled into the 
operating room again, anesthesia 
mask over my face, and into a 
deep sleep. When I awoke, the 
operation was over and I was 
wondering how this all happened 
to a guy like me, who felt great. 

Now: for the negative news. I 
had to wear a catheter, inserted in 
you-know-where, and a little 
plastic bag attached to my legs, 
for 10 days. The two-week vaca- 
tion had gone down the tube and 
here I am writing another column 
for my fine readers. 

Putting everything in per- 
spective, the hospital stay was in- 
conveniencing, at time painful, 
and occasionally frightening 
(because you never know if the 
doctor is going to give you some 
bad news that could really ruin 
your life.) The good news was 
that I ħad had every possible test 
run on me that you can imagine, 
and I am in excellent health. No 
physical examination is as com- 
plete as the one you gét before 
surgery. 

The moral of this column is: 
Don't neglect your health. Don't 
assume that you are in good 
health simply because you feel 
"good." Your health — both 
mental and physical — is your 
most valuable possession. It is 
your health. It is your responsi- 
bility.

‘WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA) — 
Although the recent drama of a 
coup de etat in Russia and the end 
of communism in Eastern Europe 
is for political change from 
communism to democracy, it is 
unlike the change from apartheid 
and white domination that the 
indigenous black population is 
fighting to attain in South Africa. 
In Russia and Eastern Europe, the 
problem the people are concemed 
with is change of the system of 
government from communism to 


South Africa's problem 


democracy. On the other hand, in 
South Africa, the problem is one 
race dominating another race. 

The drama of the Moscow 
coup de etat was staged by com- 
munist Russians against fellow 
Russians who want to see their 
country turned into a democratic 
state. But both sides consisted of 
Russians. It was Russians versus 
Russians. 

But, in South Africa, the bat- 
tle is waged between the indige- 
nous black Africans against the 
minority European (white) popu- 
lation which dominates and mo- 
nopolizes political power and all 


structures of government in the 
country, totally disenfranchising 
all the native inhabitants and 
leaving them totally without a 
vote or eligibility to be elected to. 
any office of govemment. In 
South Africa, the struggle is be- 
tween the indigenous inhabitants 
and their foreign invaders and 
conquerors. The majority black 
population desires freedom, jus- 
tice, and equality as citizens. But 
the minority, white-ruling class 
desires to dominate all the inhab- 
itants of the country; white, black, 
brown, or yellow. The Africans 
stand for democratic rule, whilst 


white stand for white domi- 
jon and racial segregation 
wn as apartheid. 
The native Africans want a 
ernment whose legitimacy is 
ly determined by the ballot 
, not the color of a person's 
Kin. They want all citizens of all 
Taces to be represented in the 
government of their country, irre- 
tive of race, origin, or belief. 
ey want every individual to be 
corded his/her human respect, 
Tecognition, and dignity. All 
Africans want full control of their 
jwn lives and destinies. They 
Ie apartheid and await its 
émise fervently, and want to see 
itteplaced by democracy.

T, his past week, Newark hosted the Ninth Annual Black 
Issues Conference in order to flush out and address the things 
mostly effecting today's individuals. Thursday, a symposium on 
police brutality took place and among the distinguished dais, sat 
one of the most controversial civil rights leaders of our time, 
Rev. Al Sharpton. 


The reverend pointed out how the incidents of police 
brutality have reached "epic proportions," and challenged black 
elected officials to get involved to help eradicate this 
phenomenon. 

He hit some valid points, and did not back away from the 
issues at hand. As he stood at the podium, we were impressed by 
the man's earnestness. No bravado, no nonsense, no entourage, 
none of what is portrayed of Al Sharpton in the general media. 
The contradiction prompted us to question just what the mass 
media is doing to the Al Sharptons of the world? Is the media 
unbiasedly reporting what the man is doing and saying or is it 
giving the mainstream viewership and readership what they 
want — a radical black man who is seen as an instigator of 
racism and someone who should be feared by all? 


What is the responsibility of the media? Any of us who 
attended journalism school were taught that we were to 
unbiasedly report the truth as best we could. We were told that 
ethics must be considered and adhered to at all times, not just 
when it will sell papers. 


We of the media must remember our roles in society. We 
have events and issues to report and stories to tell — not our 
own stories, nor opinions. The truth — nothing more and 
nothing less. 


Are media agents doing this? In school, we are taught that 
there are two sides to every story. Is it possible that there is 
another Al Sharpton besides the one we endlessly see and hear 
about on the news that we should also look at? He said last 
Thursday that after his trip to Israel, he came home and helped 
his daughters with their homework. Why hasn't this 
humanitarian side of the man ever been reflected in his efforts to 
stand up for justice? 


A professor once told me and my classmates to question 
everything that's read, seen, and heard. He said to find out the 
truth for ourselves and not just believe everything someone tells 
us. The irony is that he wasn't in the journalism department but 
in the Department of African American Studies.

sexual abuse is wrong in whatever 
color that it comes in. This type of 
abuse is not about love, sex, or de- 
sire. It is about a deep seeded ha- 
tred of women and an absolute lack 
of real manhood. 

Why didn't this jury believe 
you Ms. Jones? Is it because you 
were not telling the truth? Certainly 
not. It is because they do not have 
your courage. They did not possess 
the internal fortitude to look clearly 
at the overwhelming evidence 
against the defendants and ulti- 
mately send these so-called good 
all-American White boys to prison 
where they belong. This jury's ver- 
dict was based on racism and sex- 
ism. In fact I think that despite 
what they are now saying they 
probably did believe you but they 
were too overcome with fear and 
ignorance to do what they knew to 
be morally correct. I humbly sub- 
mit that the two Black jurors were 
so fearful of receiving displeasure 
from people whom they still view 
as their masters that they couldn't 
even hold out for a hung jury. 

It is very interesting that there 
is a screening process for jurors to 
be selected by. I wonder what it is 
that they are actually screening for? 
They are certainly not looking for 
potential jurors who are analytical 
and are able to see psychological!

The great historian and educa- 
tor Carter G. Woodson wrote a 
book in 1933 entitled The Mis- 
eductaion of the Negro. In it he 
writes: "When you control a man's 
thinking you do not have to worry 
about his actions. You do not have 
to tell him not to stand here or go 
yonder. He will find his proper 
place and will stay in it. You do not 
need to send him to the back door. 


He will go without being told. In 
fact, if there is no back door, he 
will cut one for his special benefit. 

His education makes it neces- 
sary.” In 1991 this statement by Dr. 
Woodson is still a major problem 
in Black communities across 
America. This is why it is easy for 
corrupt lawyers and judges to find 
a convenient Black female juror to 
sit on your case. They knew she 
had no character and didn't know 
anything. 

I recommend Ms, Jones, that as 
you continue to grow mentally, 
spiritually, and physically that you 
please read and study. You have 
nothing to fear and nothing to be 
ashamed of. You stood boldly and 
strongly on what you knew to be 
the truth and believe it or not every 
thinking person in New York un- 
derstands that you told the truth, 
The question therefore is not why 
did Andrea Jones lie, the real ques- 
tion that needs to be asked is one 
that Judge Bruce Wright raised in 
his 1987 book entitled, Black 
Robes White Justice. He asked why 
doesn't our justice system work for 
Blacks? Throughout the pages of 
this book he to answer 
these questions himself. 

You are a great young woman 
Ms. Jones and a true Black Queen. 
Please continue to walk in beauty, 
class and dignity.

Only the Long Island, New 
York rappers like the extremely 
innovative De La Soul could put 
together samples’ from Bob 
James, Bob Marley, and Slave 
and come up with "Keepin' The 
Faith," a slamming jam that is 
part of their new album "De La 
Soul Is Dead." 

The De La Soul from the hit 
debut album, "3 Feet High & Ris- 
ing" is back with a new and im- 
proved sound that is much harder 
and less playful than it's predeces- 
sor. The trio — Posdnuos (Kelvin 
Mercer), Trugoy (David Joli- 
coeur) — Big Bank Masco 
(Vincent Mason, Jr.) turns serious 
on tracks like "Millie Pulled a 
Pistol on Santa," a story about — 
incest between a father who 
moonlights Macy's’ Santa 
Claus and his unwilling daughter 
who pulls a gun on him — and 
Talkin’ ‘Bout Hey Love," a track 
about being "fully dedicated” to a 
young romance; but there is still 
some of that off-the-wall sillin 
that made their first album a n 
lion seller. In the silly/smart vein 
is "Oodles of O's" and "Bitties in 
the BK’ Lounge,” a homage to the 
Jadies that lunch at Burger King.

Did you know that Medicaid 
will pay certain health care costs 
for poor persons on Medicare? 
is assistance is available 
through the "Qualified Medicare 
Beneficiary" program — but to re- 
ceive this assistance, the individual 
must apply. 

My department wants to reach 
everyone who is qualified for this 
aid — and I hope you will help us 
to do that. 

Full information, and help, are 
available at your state or local wel- 
fare, social service, or public health 


rogram pays 
ary hospital 
But there are 
as premiums, de- 
ductibles, and coinsurance) which 
the individual must cover. For 
many poor, elderly, and disabled 
Americans, these costs impose a 
hardship. 

These are the costs that the 
Medicaid program will cover for 
Medicare beneficiaries who have 
incomes below the poverty line and 
limited financial assets. 

The federal poverty 
year is $6,620 for a sing 
and $8,880 for a couple. The limits 
on financial assets such as bank ac- 
counts, stocks, and bonds are 
$4,000 for a single person and 
$6,000 for a couple. The home, car, 
and personal items are not counted 
as part of a person's assets 

An estimated 2 million people 
already are getting this help but too 
many still have not applied. They 
need to be informed or reminded of 
the opportunity to save money on 
their health care costs. 

Family members, friends, 
sororities, fraternities, churches, 
civic and community groups can 
help inform qualified Medicare 
beneficiaries about this important 
financial help they should apply to 
get

savings we are talking about: The 
program will pay that $29.50 
monthly Part B Premium of almost 
$360 a year which is deducted from 
the monthly Social Security check 
to help pay for physician and out- 
patient costs, it also will cover the 
first $100 of bills Medicare benefi- 
ciaries pay towards Part B services 
as well as health care costs beyond 
the 80 percent of approved charges 
for physician and outpatient ser- 
vices. 
Additionally, for inpatient hos- 
pital care, the program will pay the 
deductible of $628 while Medicare 
itself covers all approved charges 
for 60 days. 

But remember — it is neces- 
sary to apply for help under the 
Qualified Medicare Beneficiary 
program. Applicants must be age 
65 or older, or disabled. As the 
state Medicaid agency will pay the 
out-of-pocket Medicare costs, that 
agency must determine if a person 
qualifies, 

Applying for this assistance can 
mean big savings for many more 
poor people on Medicare. But thus 
far, our efforts to reach every quali- 
fied person have fallen short of the 
goal. 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services is continuing out- 
reach efforts. We have worked 
through the Social Security Ad- 
ministration to identify Medicare 
beneficiaries potentially cligible for 
the Medicaid coverage. In the past 
two years we undertook a mass 
mailing to 14 million potential cli- 
gibles, provided all states with 
computer tapes of Medicare bene- 
ficiaries who might be eligible and 
published materials on the program 
for distribution through state agen. 
cies and senior citizens organiza 
tions.
